West German newsman Harry Schleicher (Frankf urter Rundschau) recently 
told an Embassy Officer of certain difficulties he had ydth the Polish 
Iimbas5y ? s Press Attache s Stanislawa "vvohl 5 -when . . he submtted an application 
a visa to visit Poland "in^nTe'"I*alT""6f 19ol. • - .. .. : - 
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Schleicher said that Krs, Wohl, for some reason kno*iVn only to 
herself ? took it upon .herself to- write to . authorities in War saw. informing 
them that Schleicher yras a sp;^ for the West German Government. She 
took this action despite the fact that almost the entire Polish fiubassy 
staff, including Ambassador Halecki, told her that they did not believe : V 
Schleicher- was engaged in any way in espionage and that they could see- 
no, reason to deny him a visa. According to Schleicher, "Mrs* . Wohl had;" v ; ':■ 
her .own channels of coirjnunication, however, and she went ahead submitting 
reports describing Schleicher in the most abusive, terms. (Schleicher ^ . .. 
told the Embassy Officer that he had been informed of . the gist of her r ; . . 
reports by his close friend, Polish Embassy First Secretary Korzeniowski. ) 
Schleicher stated that the J&bassador'hioself felt powerless to take any : : 
action to curb Krs* Wofal's activities. The .Embassador, at ' one point in ", 
the dispute, told Schleicher, v.dth wfacsn he is friendly, that he would 
do everything he could to see to it that no adverse decision was made 
against Schleicher in the whole affair* Schleicher later learned from a 
Polish Embassy attache, Lattissynski, that Krs. Wohl went so far as' to. 
tell several Yugoslav officials in. KoVi Sad that Schleicher was a Nazi 
officer in occupied Poland in VJorld V/ar II. (Obviously this is a lie, 
since Schleicher would have been 15 years old at the time.) At this 
point, Schleicher told his Polish friends that he intended to make an 
official protect against this slander, but he was persuaded to' drop 
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service. Re further stated that she is universally disliked by her Polish 
Ernbassr collca^,ue3. vrho consider her to be unwell n-entally. Schleicher said 
that there had been several attempts made to have her recalled frc-n the 
Embassy- and even removed from the Foreign Ministry but that none had succeeded. 
He c cemented that he thought it rnost unusual for a press attache to have her 
own 15.nes of co;~vunication to \/arsaw with wiiich even the .Ambassador could 
not interfere. This rave rise to his expressed conclusion that she worked 
for a Polish agency other .than the Ministry ox Foreign Affairs, 

In conclusion, it should be mentioned that Schleicher withdrew the 
original visa application and resubmitted it inforraaliy later tc Ko z eni owski 3
